If that can be achieved, the United Na- 
tions will have won a moral victory tran- 
scending in lasting importance the mere 
military victory which appears to be at 
hand.

fellowship, students and faculty find the 
ag new Students’ Union building ready 
r use. 

While the actual import of that fact 
may be hazy to a good many citizens, those 
of the student body who have hoped and 
labored for 20 years toward that end will 
appreciate it keenly. 

The campus now has something it seri- 
ously lacked before—a business centre for 


student activities, and a recreation centre 
for both students and members of the 
men’s Faculty Club. 

Not all the beanies and bow ties and 
snake dances in the world can obscure this 
milestone in the institution’s history. 

It is encouraging to note that plans are 
going ahead vigorously for the remaining 
two sections of the Students’ Union build- 
ing. These will house auditorium, swim- 
ming pool and gymnasium. 

Warm friends of the university will be 
joined by citizens generally in hoping that 
the additions will not be as long in ma- 
terializing as was the present structure. 


How About Sharing Licence Revenues? 


Edmonton citizens should recognize 


some facts in connection with the provin-~ 


cial government's action in increasing 
grants for maintenance of streets consid- 
ered highways through the city. 

True, the city must have the streets in 
operation to begin with. 

True, too, that streets considered high- 
ways are generally those carrying the 
heaviest burden of traffic, and therefore 
most subject to costly maintenance. 


At the old rate of $150 per mile, Ed- 
monton received slightly more than $4,100 
a year toward maintaining the 27.7 miles 
of city streets marked or used as provin- 
cial routes, 

At the increased rate, the amount re- 
ceived will be slightly more than $8,300 
each year, : 

A top city official has suggested this 
won't even take care of snow removal. 

But the city is glad to get it. 

The fact to be kept in mind, however, 
is that more than 20,000 Edmonton moter

vehicles are licenced by the provincial gov- 
ernment, 

Thousands of those vehicles, together 
with hundreds of trucks carrying “PSV” 
licences, operate all year round without 
ever moving a wheel off streets built and 
maintained wholly by the city of Edmon- 
ton. 

Untold .hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars every year pours out of Edmonton 
pockets into provincial coffers for licences 
for cars and trucks that seldom if ever 
turn a wheel on provincial roads, 

Many months ago, it will be recalled, 
city officials suggested to the provincial 
government that something be done to re- 
turn at least a portion of that money to 
the city for road building. 

A provincial treasury bulging to a 
point of embarrassment does not alter the 
logic of the city’s request.

guarded against, extirpated and 
destroyed.

But recently it has become poss- 
ible to find individual Titoists 
on the upper level of the Yugo- 
glav party who no longer are 
angered at the mention of Trot- 
skyism and who are willing to 
discuss its ideological similarities 
and contrasts with Marshal Tito's 
two-year-old anti-Soviet Commu- 
nist movement. 

An articulate theoreticist dis- 
eussed the matter unexcitedly 
with me last week. He stated that 
there ig not and probably never 
will be any political link between 
Belgrade and the feeble Fourth 
International. But he coolly list- 
ed four ideological points that he 
said Titolsm and Trotskyism had 
in common as well as four in 
which he sald they differed.

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City 
Fuel 

Editor, Bulletin—With respect 
to some statements published on 
your editorial page last week 
concerning the problems of sup- 
plying the Edmonton City Power 
Plant with fuel and the relative 
advantages as regards cost, I 
have an. argument that I would 
like to present. 

In the first place, as a man 
who hes spent most of my life 
and the money I have made in 
the city of Edmonton, I heartily 
disagree with your statement that 
every Edmontonian will benefit 
by the purchase of strip coal or 
natural gas for use in our city 
power plant. Neither myself, and 
approximately 500 other under- 
ground miners emplcyed in this 
field, likewise thousands of peo- 
ple in this city who have-never 
seen a coal face, will benefit by 
it. ‘ 

At one time the power plant 
consumed 25% of the coal pro. 
duced In the Edmonton field. 
Today that figure has been con- 
siderably ' reduced and discus- 
sions are now pending which may 
render it nil. If thet happens it 
will mean the end of mining 
operations for some, possibly all, 
of our local mines. 

The operators of the district 
underground mines who have 
been supplying coal t the power 
plant at $2.50 per ton have offer- 
ed to reduce thelr price to $2.35 
the lowest price 2t which they 
can produce without showing a 
loss. 

Their competitors in the rela- 
tively distant strip mines have 
Stated that they can supply coal 
for $2.10 while the gas industry 
claims to be able to supply the: 
amount of natural gas necessary 
to produce the same amount of 
energy as a ton of coal for $1.90. 

Upon casual examination it 
would seem poor business for the 
city to burn coal. Or if coal must 
be the cheaper product of 
the ip mines appears to be 
the logical choice. ‘ 

The above figures, however, do 
not tell the complete story. Be- 
fore any mature decision can be 
reached it is of paramount im- 
portance thet the city examine 
these three rival industries and 
decide which of them is of great- 
est benefit to the city. . 

The union mines in the im- 
mediate Edmonton district which 
have in the past supplied the 
power plant with most of its 
coal employ close to five hun- 
dred miners when the mines are 
operating at full capacity, These 
miners are residents of the city 
or live on its outskirts and the 
money they earn along with the 
enormous expenditures of the 
operators is spent right here in 
the city. In 1949 these men drew 
well over $1,000,000 in wages. 

What is more, about 50% of 
this money comes in from the 
neighboring provinces where the

coal they produce is sold. Can 
the gas company or the strip 
mine operators match these 
figures? 

Again these figures tell only 
a fraction of the story of the 
number of people who indirectly 
earn a living in and around the 
city by buying, selling, transport- 
ing coal and bringing back to 
the mines the men, tools, props, 
machinery and all the innumer. 
able items necessary to keep a 
mine operating, 

Every type of business in the 
city from thei grocery merchants 
to the —— firms benefit 
and pypsper "by their business. 

Despite the,exhorbitant cost of 
living there hhs been no increase 
in the miner's wage (or the price 
of coal at the pit-head) since 
July’ 1948 and recognizing the ap- 
palling overhead expenses that 
the operators are at present hav- 
ing to bear the Union this past 
July dropped all demands for 
increases and agreed to work 
under the same wage agreement 
for another year. . 

It is impossible for an indi- 
vidual miner with only limited 
access to the statistics concerning 
the expenditures of the operators 
and the workers to estimate the 
impact that the shut-down of 
these mines would have on local 
business. Nor is it readily ascer- 
tainable how many truckers, 
clerks and many, many other 
people who have never seen a 
mine would feel the pinch that 
the ruin of this not-inconsider- 
@ble industry would create, 
Nevertheless even the most naive 
student of economics can visual- 
ize the importance and veracity 
of what has been mentioned in 
this letter. 

Let us hope that the city coun. 
¢eil will not reach any decision in 
this matter until every aspect has 
been considered and the question 
as to whether or not our under- 
ground mines are being sub- 
sidized ig settled.

Sinus-Caused Asthma Can Be Helped 


Shortness of breath and 
wheezes in the chest are the 
most common signs of asthma, 

The diagnosis, however, cannot 
be made until the physician has 
listened carefully over the chest 
and X-ray films have been taken. 

The results of these examina- 
tlons show better than yymptons 
do how much of the lung is in- 
volved and the seriousness of 
the condition, 

The location of the difficulty 
is in the bronchial tubes which 
lead from the main breathing 
tube or trachea into the lung 
Ussue, 

The walls of these small pas- 
sages become thickened. The 
passages are narrowed and filled 
up with mucus which the lung 


constantly trieg to get rid of. 

Spasms or contractions of the 
bronchial tubes frequently occur, 
and when they do, still further 
decrease the space through which 
alr can pass to the lungs. 


Not Enough 
Air for Lungs 


The shortness of breath, there- 
fore, of which most victims of 
asthma complain, is.caused sim- 
ply by the fact that the lungs are 
not getting enough air and are 
trying to get more. Likewise the 
coughing which accompanies as- 
thma is nature's attempt to clear 
out the mucus and enlarge the 
breathing tubes.

HALIFAX, NS—With the pos- 
sible exception of grey, young 
Toronto (and I have contributed 
my share on that score) no Cana- 
dian city is as thoroughly maliga- 
ed as grey old Halifax, “Warden 
of the North,” as Kipling, the 
darling of so many Canadian 
chambers of commerce, called it. 

Toronto is a big brute of a 
town. It merely ghrugs in an 
oafish way when we foreigners 
hurl our tiny, poisoned burbs in 
its direction, 

But Halifax, being considerably 
smaller and more sensitive, 
bleeds easily from such wounds 
and is conscious of the high dis- 
regard with which it is held in 
Many quarters, 

Since our arrival we have no- 
ticed this touchiness. On learn- 
ing that\we are sending out oc- 
casional character analyses of 
Canadian burgs, Haligonians 
hhave been grasping us by the 
lapels and saying earnestly, “Be 
sure to stress the hospitality of 
Halifax.” 


Natural 
Reaction 

This, I suspect, is a natural re- 
flex intended to counteract the 
canard spread far and wide by 
veterans of the Royal Canadian 
Navy who served some of their 
sentence in these parts. 

Ask most such Navy men for 
an opinion on Halifax and they 
may wordlessly simply clasp a 
hand to their brow (officers) or 
openly sob (other ranks). 

The natives of Halifax are 
painfully aware of this, I now 
discover, and are still smarting 
too, from the manner in which 
the armed forces here at the 
time celebrated the war's end, 
which, as you'll recall, consisted 
largely of busting up the town, 

Halifax, I gather, is not yet 
willing to write this off merely 
as high spirits, but persists in 
thinking of it, and perhaps right- 
ly, as ingratitude, 

Cities, like people, crave to be 
so loved and it seems to me it’s 
time we let bygones be bygones 
and had a good hard look at the 
charms of Halifax, 


Atmosphere 
Of Nausea ~ 


My previous contact with Hali- 
fax consisted of leaving here on 
a troop ship, enough in itself to 
leave an unreasoning and life- 
long hatred for the port, and ar- 
riving back a thousand years 
later by another troop ship, on 
which occasion a small band 
huddled on ihe pier played a 
damp version of “Here Comes 
the Bride,” since I returned not 
as a hero, but as an escort for 
several hundred war brides, all 
violently seasick, 

Thus, Halifax was forever as- 
sociated in my mind with nausea. 

Now, after two days of ex- 
ploring the city by car and by 
foot, I am pleased and surprised 
to find it has an atmosphere all 
its own, It reminds me, at every 
turn, of the east end of Lon- 
don. 4 

I never wandered down by the 
London docks without expecting 
some wild press gang to crash 


out through a pub door, led by 
a ruffian with a wooden leg, 
bearing away some lad to the 
sea, 


Setting For 
Period Movie 

Many parts of Halifax invite 
you to this kind of romanticizing, 
for much of it looks like a set 
for a period movie and you will 
feel a faint chill at the gaunt 
buildings, at the graveyards with 
black and jumbled tombstones, 
at the whole rather stark facade 
of the waterfront where eld, 
embalmed sailors lean against 
the chipping plaster walls, wait- 
ing for God knows what, 

And yet this, in itself, gives it 
a deep-sea shipping atmosphere 
that I, personally, find pictur- 
esque, True, in today’s bright 
sunshine all this ugliness was a 
mild depressant, but I would 
love fo wander along there in a 
good g drizzle, say just be- 
fore dusk when every wet 
shadow would speak of the days 
of sail when the Atlantic, just 
out there at the harbor mouth, 
was 9 sea of adventure and not 
merely an inter-continental ship- 


ping highway. 


Two Cities 


Compared 

Halifax last year celebrated 
its 200th anniversary (it was the 
first town in Canada primarily 
settled by the English) and so 
it's interesting to compare it with 
Quebec City. The difference, it 
seems to me, is that Quebec has 
grown beautiful with age and 
Halifax has not. 

Quebec is a grand old lady 
with snow-blue hair and lace at 
her cuffs and a black yelvet band 
about her withered throat, Hali- 
fax is more the Tughoat Annie 
type, still full of vitality, but 
looking pretty awful in a strong 
light. 

Take old buildings. In Quebec 
City they are revered, patched 
up and restored. Why, the old 
Jesuit house in Quebec which is 
said to be the oldest home in 
Canada, is in better shape than 
the house we live in. 

But in Halifax the Charles Ad- 
dams remnants of the early days 
(and they make up a large chunk 
of the town) are run down at the 
heels and often merely eyesores, 

The grimed slums of Halifax, 
notably the Negro section, are 
enough to give you the creeps 
and in’ the down-town district 
itself, nine out of every ten build- 
ings desperately need a steam- 
cleaning job. 

Contrast, too, the citadels 
which dominate these cities. In 
Quebec the visitor finds a sum- 
mit of beautiful lawn with fine 
roads and lookouts for enjoying 
the spectacular view. Halifax's 
Citadel, with an equally com- 
manding vista of the harbor and 
the ocean beyond, is an untidy 
overgrown weed patch which 
merely adds an extra fillip of 
inelegance to a town in which,
